And cost is not expected to 
be a major factor in im­ 
plementing the program 
Collin County’s program 
would cost an estimated 
$12,000 according to Bahl. 
Half of that would be paid 
by Federal funds. 
The remainder would be 
split between the agencies 
which approve the system.

The treatment of diabetes m ay 
co n sist 
of 
se v e ra l 
d ifferent 
methods or a com bination of these 
methods. However no matter what 
a person is using, the diet is 
of 
suprem e importance and is going 
to vary from person to person. By 
controlling the caloric intake it will 
decrease the requirement for in­ 
sulin, and in some cases diabetes 
can be controlled by diet alone. 
As for injectable insulin, there 
seem to be about forty-deleven 
different kinds, but locally there 
only 3 types that are used a whole 
lot. Two of them are classified as 
medium range, which m eans the 
peak action occurs 8 to 12 hours 
after 
a 
shot 
and 
will 
have 
a 
duration of action of 18 to 24 hours. 
The other type is of the short-acting 
class and will reach its peak in 4 to 
6 hours with a duration of 6 to 8 
hours.

Insulin is m easured in units and 
is given 
in specially 
calibrated 
syringes. 
For 
each 
strength 
of 
insulin a correctly m arked syringe 
must be used. For an exam ple, U40 
means that there are 40 units per 
CC while in U 80 there are 80 units 
per CC. And there ain't a lick of 
difference in the insulin except in 
volume. The new strength on the 
m arket is U100, and sooner or later 
it is going to blow all the other 
strengths out of the tub and there 
will be only one strength on the 
market. The big problem is con­ 
vincing a diabetic, who has been 
getting along great on U40, that lf 
they will go to the U100 they will use 
less than half the volume, have 
fewer side effects, and still get the 
sam e am ount insulin as before. 
Course they will have to use the 
U100 syringe to m easure the exact 
amount. 
There are really only 2 different 
types of oral m edication on the 
m arket now for diabetes. One kinda 
kicks the pancreas in the pants and 
tells it to get on the ball and 
produce insulin when it is supposed 
to. The other type enhances the 
effect of insulin and the utilization 
glucose by the cell.

E arly in 1778 w estern 
Indians, encouraged by the 
B ritish, 
carried 
out 
a 
number of devastating raids 
into the Ohio, Illinois, and 
Kentucky

Henry Hamilton, the British 
governor of Detroit, was 
known as the “ Hair-Buyer” 
because of his eagerness to 
purchase white scalps. 
The British were trying to

Thus George Rogers Clark 
undertook a campaign to 
save the northwest. It is 
significant to note that his 
authority and support came 
from Virginia (which had 
claims to western land) and 
not from the Continental 
Congress 
Although he had some 
trouble raising men, Clark 
finally started down the Ohio 
w ith about 175 troops. Hiding 
their boats about ten miles 
below 
the mouth of the 
Tennessee River, the party 
marched northwest through 
the forest toward Kaskaskia. 
By July 4, Clark and his men 
had crossed southern Illinois 
to a point near Kaskaskia on 
the eastern side of the 
Mississippi River. 
Easy Capture 
Without firing a shot the 
A m ericans captured the 
virtually undefended town. 
Presently, Cahokia, a few 
miles to the north was oc­ 
cupied; and in August. 1778. 


a torce 
sent to take 
possession of Vincennes. 
Clark then organized the 
w hole region as the county of 
Illinois within the state of 
Virginia. Proudly he wrote 
home about his conquests, 
and the newspapers reported 
these victories. 
The west had not yet been 
won. however. Governor 
Hamilton still had some fight 
in him. and at the head of a 
force of about 500 whites and 
Indians, he retook Vincennes 


without opposition. He had 
plans to seize other posts in 
the territory, too 
Clark learned about the 
tall of Vincennes while at 
Kaskaskia. He strengthened 
that fort and immediately 
set about raising a force to 
move against the British. By 
promises and threats he got 
about 200 men. half of them 
French, to march for Vin­ 
cennes on Feb. 6. 1779. 
Trying Ordeal 
It was a dreadful ordeal.

struggling in the middle of 
.’/inter across 170 miles of 
rain-soaked flooded country. 
Still worse, an early thaw 
made the crossing of several 
rivers very dangerous. Since 
game had been driven off by 
high water, the men were on 
starvation rations. Clark 
wrote to his friend, George 
Mason, that the conditions 
they faced were almost “too 
incredible for any Person to 
believe.’' 
Yet he kept them going, 
even through they had to 
wade through shoulder .high 
icy water at times. When 
they finally got to high 
ground near Vincennes the 
men were ready to collapse. 
Colonel 
Hamilton was 
hardly ready for an attack; 
not expecting that he would 
need them so soon, he had let 
about one-half of his militia 
go home; and now many of 
his Indian allies fled. The 
British commander refused 
(’lark s dem and that he 
surrender 
im m ediately, 
however. 
Colonel Surrenders 
At this point the hard­ 
headed Clark took five 
c a p t u r e d 
I n d i a n s , 
tomahawked them in full 
view of the garrison and 
threw their bodies into the 
river. After this gruesome 
bit of showmanship by the 
enemy. Hamilton decided to 
give in. 
Without question, George 
Rogers 
C lark’s 
forced 
march under most difficult 
conditions to retake Vin­ 
cennes was a remarkable 
feat. He described it fully in 
private letters and in a 
journal 
published am ny 
years later. A shorter ac­ 
count of the expedition 


appeared in Dixon and 
Hunter’s Virginia Gazette 
for June 26, 1779. 
Vincennes and the other 
principal posts in the west 
remained 
in 
American 
hands for the rest of the war. 
Hamilton was taken to 
Williamsburg under heavy 
guard; although he escaped 
frontier vengeance, 
the 
“Hair-Buyer” remained in 
prison in Virginia for many 
months. 
Clark wanted desperately 
to capture Detroit, but could 
not do so. While his capture 
of Kaskaskia and Vincennes 
turned out to be permanent, 
it did not stop Tory and 
Indian raids into the Ohio 
country and Kentucky. The 
Shawnee and Delaware in 
particular made nurnberous 
savage assaults on the 
frontier during the late 
stages of the war. 
If Clark’s exploits did not 
end fighting and bring peace 
dramatically to the west, 
they did establish firm foot­ 
holds in this country for the 
United States. Without them, 
the British and Indians 
would probably have pushed 
the frontier of white set­ 
tlement much farther to the 
East. These conquests, too, 
unquestionably 
influenced 
the cession of the huge 
territory to the United States 
at the end of the American 
Revolution. 
George Rogers Clark, 
however rough and harsh at 
times, did much to establish 
American power in the 
turbulent Ohio country ; and 
he will always be remem ­ 
bered in history and legend 
as the greatest hero of the 
American Revolution in the 
west

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY - The ticking on my feather pillows 
Is dirty and needs a good washing. I have heart that 
one can put the entire pillow in the washer but arn 
afraid to chance it. Do you know of a way to wash them 
without removing the feathers? — MRS.C.L. 
DEAR MRS.C.L. - The Home Service Dept. of a 
well known manufacturer of wnheru recommeudt the 
following for feather pillows. The method for foam, 
kapok or polyester is different. Treat ana delicate 
item la a short wash with warm water and slow agita- 
lion. 
Partially fill washer with water and detergent and 
agitate enough to dissolve 
EJ? 
pillows In at one time to balance the load. Continue fill­ 
ing washer to high level. Wadi 4-6 minutes hot stop 
washer occasionally to press air from feathers. 
Complete the wash cycle. 
Dry feather pillow* thoroughly or they may mildew. 
Two complete drying cycles may be needed. Such 
washing of feather pillows Is not recommended unless 
they can be dried in a dryer. Be sore seams are secure­ 
ly stitched and no holes are in the ticking or you will 
have a terrific mess. When pillow is dry, if feathers 
bunch to the bottom or quills stick through they may 
need reconditioning. If yow pillows do not have their 
resilience restored after washing as above they do 
need reconditioning. — POLLY - 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the toilet tissue we 
now buy. It is a big rip-off on the consumers as they fluff up 
the rolls of paper so there is only about half as much on a roll 
at twice the price. We should have a choice of fluffed and un­ 
fluffed at a cheaper price. I also think some of the colored 
tissue is irritating to the skin. Then people wonderwhy they 
have to spend so much on medical bills. —MAKifc in. 
DEAR POLLY — I make great pot scrubbers from the 
colored plastic mesh bags that oranges, grapefruit, etc. 
come in. Unravel the thread holding the paper over one end 
of the bag. Turn one end of the mesh tube inside so it will be 
double thickness. Turn end inside about three and a half in­ 
ches. Put strong one inch long rubberband over tucked-m end 
leaving the three and a half inch end to the outside of the 
band. Now turn other end of tube inside and pull out through 
rubber band at other end so you can put a band on this end 
about three and a half inches from end of mesh. Push this 
end back inside tube. Shape and have agreat scrubber forpots 
and pans. —LAURINE. 
DEAR POLLY — When salvaging buttons from a worn 
garment keep matched buttons together by stringing them 
on a pipe cleaner and bending ends back a bit. If the garment 
is a shirt or blouse I just cut off the placket and store this 
strip with the buttons on it.—CLARISSA.

WASHINGTON flJPI) - 
Government researchers 
say inefficient design, sizing 
and installation can waste 
from onethird to more than 
half the heat from a typical 
American 
homeowner’s 
natural gas furnace system. 
As a result, says the 
Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administr­ 
ation, furnaces often burn 
more gas than necessary, 
and homeowners pay the 
price in higher fuel bills. 
A new report says the 
largest single source of heat 
waste is from uninsulated or 
leaking hot air ducts. The 
report is based on research 
at the Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory, Oak Ridge, 
Tenn. 


It said furnace builders 
can cut gas consumption as 
much 
as 
one-third 
by 
boosting required efficiency 
levels, replacing open pilot 
flames with electric ignition 
svstems, making all fur­ 
naces with sealed com­ 
bustion chambers and using 
factory-set switches to turn 
fans off at 75 to 80 degrees.

Pilot light flames use a 
cubic foot of gas an hour, the 
report said. It said the gas 
burned by a pilot during 
furnace standby periods, 
when the burner is not 


running, equals 5 to IO per 
cent of total fuel con­ 
sumption in cold climates 
and 25 per cent or more in 
warm clim ates such as 
southern California. 
The report says waste also 
can result from oversize 
furnaces, impropei fan cycle 
settings, 
and 
furnace 
designs that blow hot air out 
the chimney and suck cold 
outside air into the house. 
Researchers found even 
the tiny flame of a pilot light 
wastes huge amounts of gas. 
The report concluded that 
“35 to 55 per cent of the 
heating value of the fuel used 
in a typical residential gas 
furnace system is wasted.” 
The 65-page report in­ 
cludes recommendations to 
homeowners on ways to 
immediately reduce fuel 
bills and help conserve 
scarce natural gas by im­ 


proving furnace system 
efficiency. 
The 
report 
advises 
homeowners to have the 
pilot light gas shut off in 
nonheating seasons. 
A nonsealed furnace that 
draws combustion air from 
inside the house, as many do, 
will use up to eight per cent 
more fuel during the heating 
season to warm the cold 
replacement air pulled into 
the house. It said combustion 
air should be pulled directly 
from outside into a sealed 
furnace. 
The report said it is 
common for furnaces to be 
twice as large as necessary. 
Such oversize units use eight 
lo IO per cent more fuel than 
furnaces of the correct size. 
“ There should be in­ 


stallation codes or standards 
to assure that the furnace 
and ducting are sized and 
installed to achieve a t­ 
tainable efficiency,” the 
report said. 
Uninsulated air 
ducts 
passing through unheated 
attic or crawl space lose up 
to 40 per cent of the heat 
produced by a furnace under 
mild weather conditions. 
They can easily lose more. 
Duct leaks in unheated areas 
can lose almost any amount 
of heat. 
The researchers found 
that 
conventional 
tem ­ 
peratures of furnace fan 
switches can waste up to 
eight per cent of the heat 
produced. To prevent this, it 
said fans should be set to 
turn off at five degrees
